New courses to train prospective | 
foremen to become industrial lead- 


ers as well as technicians within 
their industries are being developed 
by the division of vocational educa- 
tion of the Massachusetts Depart- 


ment’of Education, Robert O. Small, 
director, the Federal Board for Vo- 
cational Education and the Asso- 
ciated Industries of Massachusetts. 
In ‘response to a definite demand 
for adequate information on the sub- 
ject a group, principally foremen, 
meéting at Fitchburg last July, de- 
voted a five-day session to the tech- 
nique of the conference method o 
instruction. Under the leadership of 
Frank Cushman of the federal 
board they worked out what they 
called “salient points in the art of 
technique of conference procedure.” 
This is expected to function as a 
guide to leaders and as information 
to executives regarding the value of 
foreman development to their or- 
ganizations.

Students who can’t come to col- 
lege are finding the college taken to 
them, under the auspices of Harvard 
and Boston Universities. The schools 
of edtication of the two titutions 
today announced their joint exten- 
sion division courses for teachers 
and others whose vocations prevent 
them from attending classes in Bos- 


ton and Cambridge. Prof. John J. 
Mahoney of the Boston University 
school of education is the director of 
the Harvard-Boston University ex- 
tension work. 

The facilities of the two univer- 
sities are being projected into the 
cities of New England, and even 
farther away, for the purpose of con- 
ducting college courses wherever a 
group of 40 interested persons re- 
quest sucb a course. 

Designed to interest teachers prin- 
cipally, the courses have proved at- 
tractive to the public at large. They 
were begun as an experiment, but 
have proved so successful that this 
year they are being expanded to meet 
the demand. | 
Last year 18 courses were con- 
ducted for more than 1000 students 
in Beverly, Bridgewater, Lawrence, 
Leominster, New Bedford, North 
Adanis, Quincy, Wakefield, and Wal- 
tham, Mass.; Brunswick, Me.; Con- 
cord and Nashua, N. H.; Hartford, 
Conn., and Yonkers, N. Y. The pro- 
fessors travel from Boston to meet 
the classes weekly.

A side agreement between 
France and Germany provides for 
the exchange of German coal and 
French iron ore.

Stability of Steel Market 

Increased by New Agreement 

By Wireless 

BERLIN, Oct. 1—The conclusion 
of a steel pact between Germany 
France, Belgium, the Saar District 
and Luxembourg is welcomed here 
generally as a further step toward 
a Franco-German rapprochement 
and as a “return to common sense 
in international economic relations.” 

The stability of the steel market is 
greatly increased by it, so far as the 
leading Continental countries are 
concerned: and thus the ‘stability of 
production is secured, it is said. 
France and Belgium no longer face 
the competition of the well-organized 
German steel industry, while the 
latter no longer need be concerned 
about French and Belgian inflation. 

The conclusion of the pact, it is 
held here in industrial circles, will 
give an opportunity to reverse steel 
prices in the world’s market, which 
had decreased owing to the French 
and Belgian inflation. 

Considerable importance is at- 
tached to the fact that Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, and Austria may 
join the pact later, while the non- 
participation of Great Britain is 
generally regretted. Germany’s quota 
is said to amount to 42 per cent, 
while the quota of France is said to 
have been fixed at 31 per cent. 


Combine May: Bring 
Keener Competition 


PITTSBURGH, Oct. 1 (&)—The 
new European steel combine might 
possibly bring keener competition 
for American steel products in Latin 
America and the Far East, spokes- 
men for leading manufacturers in the 
Pittsburgh district said last night. 
Low cost labor and cheaper trans- 
portation rates might afford the trust 
a better opportunity in South Amer- 
ica, Japan, China and the Philippines, 
it was said. 

The general opinion in Pittsburgh 
district steel circles was that the 
combine would have slight effect 
upon the American industry, for, it 
was pointed out, there was little 
export demand. During the war, it 
was taid, the capacity of American 
milis was enlarged tremendously. At 
the close of the conflict the Amer- 
ican manufacturers continued this 
heavy production to meet domestic 
demands and trade growing from 
discoveries of new uses for steel. 

Most steel exports today go to 
Latin America and the Far East, 
‘while a very small amount reaches 
'Europe, manufacturers said. The 
‘trend of the trade, they added, was 
in the domestic field, with the future 
outlook promising. 

Industrial leaders expressed the 
opinion that the new trust would 
give American manufacturers liitle 
or no trouble in foreign marts. 


BIG REGISTRATION 
AT NEW HAMPSHIRE 


DURHAM, N. H., Oct. 1 (4)—The 
University of New Hampshire, with 
1411 students registered this year, 
has the largest enrollment in its his- 
tory, according to 0. V. Hentlerson, 
registrar. At the opening of the fall 
term last year 1278 students were en- 
rolled. The university now claims to 
be the largest state-supported col- 
lege in New England. 

The freshman class alone shows an 
increase of 46 over the registration 
of 427 last year. President Ralpn D. 
Hotzel has explained that the class 
would have been far larger had not 
many students from outside the State 
been turned away under a ruling 
which restricts the number of stu- 
dents from other states to bs per cent 
of the total.

and cauliflower lend an added attrac- 
tion to the week-end auto trips and 
few autoists return home without a 
cauliflower, squash or pumpkin pur- 
chased fresh from the garden at 
some extraordinary low prices. Bar- 
gains prevail all. along the .roads. 
Jars of sweet cider are appearing 
bere and there and in some places 
are put end to end to spell out “Wel- 
come” or “Stop.” The old cow pok- 
ing her head over the top rung of the 
fence near at hand, wonders : what 
it is all about but the big, black cat 
usually found snoozing ‘on one end of 
the improvised counters is satisfied 
that for th® moment he hag found a 
spot unoccupied by vegetables. 

These wayside stands put up »y 
the farmers are not the only types.

We're In.” And the titles sometimes 
run into poetry like, “Gifts for Her, 
Gifts for Him, We have all, Kom On 
Inn.” Coming around a curve in New 
Hampshire, the autoist is greeted hy 
a sign reading, “Stop! For lunches 
and refreshments at ——." The 
“Stop!” is in such large letters that 
it can be seen much farther than the 
rest of the print and attracts the eye 
of the car occupants, who anticipate 
a detour or a railroad ahead. 

The inng themselves have pictur- 
esque names, sometimes very appro- 
priate. A place on a curve carries 
the name Curve Inn. Kom-Inn, We 
Are Inn, Fall Inn, Tumble Inn and 
Drop Inn are a few of the nom de 
plumes they go by. 

Although the motorist gropes fre- 
quently in his pockets for change 
to satisfy the desires of himself and 
passengers at the stands, it cannot 
be said that he, like all the rest, 
does not enjoy the companionable 
atmosphere of the shop- strewn high- 
ways.

hibition, state officials must continue | 
co-operation with federal officers in| 
€ .ore>m =' of th: law of the land. 

What Repeal Would Do 

No class of citizens is stronger in | 
advocating a continuance of the act | 
than those connected with its execu- | 
tion. Judge Douglas L. Edmonds of | 
the Municipal Court of Los Angeles, ' 
who ‘ries 4 lirge number of pro- | 
hibition cases daily, «-pressed the 
q+ elings of this class in an interview 
for The Christian Science Monitor | 
when he said: | 

“Repeal of the Wright Act would | 
ir no way alter the basic law whi.a | 
énforces the Eighteenth Ai.endment. | 
It would simply make the co-opera- 
tion of State officers in enforcement 
impossible, and would throw all 
cases involving violations of the dry 
law into the two already crowded 
Federal District Courts in California. 

“There are at present approxi- 
mately 700 complaints monthly in- 
volving violations of the Wright Act 
and the Volstead Act being filed in 
this city alone. Most of these are 
being tried in the Municipal Court. 
The United States District Court 
here could not care for more than a 
tenth of that number, dven if there 
were sufficient federal officers to 
make the necessary arrests. 


Would Be Vital Blow 

“At present there is one division 
of the Municipal Court handling ar- 
raignments and trials by the court 
of prohibition cases, while two 
other divisions are devoting all their 
time, io the trial of such cases by 
jury. This is typical of the activity | 
that is going on all over the State 
under the Wright Act. Police and 
justice courts are trying cases in- 
volving possession and transporta- 


| 


tion of illicit liquor, while cases in- 


volving its manufacture and sale are 
being tried in the County Superior 
courts, 

“Bootlegging is being halted by 
the vigorous measures against it 
taken in the state courts, and repeal 
of the Wright Act, putting a com- 
plete stop to this great Dulk of en- 
forcement activities, would be the 
greatest blow which prohibition 
could receive in California.” 

Federal prohibition officials in the 
State are also strongly opposed to 
repeal of the act, feeling that such 
action would be as irrational as 
withdrawal of the strongest regi- 
ments of an army during battle. 


The Volstead Law, they point out. 
never intended to turn federal em- 
ployees into- peace officers charged 
with regulating the affairs of every 
community. They were intended to 
act where state and national boun- 
daries and the peculiar conditions of 
large cities made their efforts more 
effective in stopping the illicit liquor 
traffic at its source than those of 
state authority. 

Through the Wright Act, they de- 
clare, California is fulfilling its duty 
under the Volstead Law by em- 
powering state officers of every db- 
gree to stop all violations of the dry 

\.laws coming under their notice, thus 
establishing a great army of prohi- 
bition officers who may _ function 
everywhere against bootleggers. 


How It Benefits All 
Under the Wright Act, the remot-

These 
are: great services, for which he de- 
serves the gratitude of the entire 
Nation. 

The difficulties which still confront 
the reformer are of secondary impor- 
tance and, as such, are not likely to 
precipitate serious consequences.

Sandwiches for the Daily Lunch 


lunch day after day soon finds 
it difficult to make those meals 
attractive The matter of sandwich 
fillings is one of her greatest prob- 
- lems. These need to be nourishing 
and delicious and must offer variety 


and yet, as a rule, they cannot be 
expensive nor require ingredients 
‘hard to get, At the same time, such 
filings must not require much time 
for their preparation because put- 
ting up the lunch necessarily comes 
at the busiest period of the home- 
maker’s day. Though some food for 
the lunch may be prepared the night 
before, sandwiches made then will 
not be appetizing the following noon, 
no matter how great the care exer- 
cised. 

The homemaker who faces this 
problem often will find it very much 
to her advantage to have always on 

~ hand one or more sandwich prepara- 

tions that will keep well and may be 

made at her leisure. Among, those 

most liked by men are the following: 
Savery Cheese Paste 

Put 1 pound of sharp cheese 
through the food chopper and add 2 
teaspoonfuls of salt, a pinch of red 
pepper and 1 teaspoonful of dry 
mustard. Mash well with a fork, 
then work in 4% of a cupful of vine- 
gar and 1 or 2 tablespoonfuls of 
butter or olive oil to make a smooth 
paste. Work well until thoroughly 
blended, then pack into small jars. 
If a light layer of melted paraffin is 
poured over the top of each jar, the 
filling will keep a long ‘time. 

This is good used alone, but vari- 
ety may be introduced by spreadipg 
a slice of bread with the filling, then 
laying a thin slice of tomato on top, 
or sliced stuffed olives, broken pieces 
of crisp cooked bacon, or chopped 
hard-boiled eggs. 

Whenever tomatoes or any other 

. juicy food is used in sandwiches be 
sure that the surface touching them 
is liberally spread with butter. This 
prevents sogginess in the sand- 
wiches.

With all fish fillings a little lemon 
juice should be used. Minced celery 
or celery salt makes chicken sand- 
wiches even more delicious.

Peanut Butter Variations 


Peanut butter to be used for sand- 
wiches is greatly improved by the 
addition of the same amount of 
cream, water or mayonnaise, worked 
in with a fork. Tomato catsup, chili 
sauce or chopped pickles make good 
variations of this old. favorite. A 
slice of bread spread with peanut 
butter and another slice spread with 
jam or jelly make a delicious sand- 
wich, strange as the combination 
seems to the uninitiated. 

Egg Filling 

Chop fine 2 hard-boiled eggs and a 

cucumber pickle of average size. 


Moisten with mayonnaise to spread- 
ing consistency. Lay a lettuce leaf

spread the egg mixture on the other. 


Tartar Sandwiches 


Chop together 1 large sardine, a 
small cucumber pickle and 1-3 cup- 
ful of cold chopped boiled ham. Sea- 
son to taste with prepared mustard 
and mix to a paste with catsup and 
a little vinegar, or with lemon juice. 


Ham Piquant Filling 


Butter slices of whole-wheai or 
white bread and sprinkle them 
lightly with red pepper. Lay be- 
tween them a thin slice of ham over 
which a thin layer of orange mar- 
malade has been spread. For va- 
riety, a thin slice or two of cucum- 
ber may be added to the filling. This

'WTATUARY, vases, book - ends, 
S plaques, lampshades, trays, pot-

|: QUANTITY of work could as- 


sure lasting remembrance, then 
_ my Lady Margaret Newcastle 
would not be numbered among those 
half-forgotten folk of that marvelous 
century, the seventeenth—-Lady Mar- 


garet, who wrote so prolifically that 
few modern writers can equal the 
number of plays, “feigned stories,” 
poems, philosophical treatises, es- 
says, and epistles which flowed from 
the pens of the staff of secretaries 
whom she kept busy day and nignt 
recording her rushing thoughts. And 
not many authors of any century 
have so frankly given their reasons 
for writing: 

“It will satisfy me if my writings 
- please the readers, though not the 
learned; for I would rather be 
praised in this, by the most, although 
not by the best; for all I desire is 
fame, and fame is nothing but a great 
noise, and noise lives most in a mul- 
titude.” 

By a strange irony, what Lady Mar- 
garet most craved, the noise of the 
‘multitude, has passed her by, and she 
is known today only by those of 
scholarly inclinations, and by brows- 
ers in libraries. Her books are not 
read by “the most,” but are sought by 
collectors of literary curiosities. 

When the civil wars began, when 
Charles I-and Parliament came to 4 
parting of the ways, and the Queen 
fled home to France, little Margaret 
Lucas—her name then—young, qulet, 
shy, the pet of her loved brothers and 
sisters and that mother with her 
“well-fayared loveliness of face’’— 
went too, to serve as a maid of hon- 
or to Her Majesty. 

“J won my mother to let me go,” 
she writes; “my*mother, being fond 
of her children, was desirous to 
please them. . But my broth- 
ers and sisters seemed not so well 
pleased, for reason I had never been 
from home.” 

That she was finely courageous, 
there is no doubt. Her Queen’s dis- 
' tressed condition and lack of serv- 
ice weighed against Margaret’s bash- 
fulness, and she remained two years 
at court in Paris, so shy lest she 
should say or do something of which 
her loved family might not approve, 
that she was “accounted a natural 
fool,” and treated as one. She stuck 
to her post, however. Then one cam2 
to court who saw the character be- 
neath the retiring shyness: 

“For my lord, the Marquess of 
Newcastle, did approve those bash- 
ful fears which many condemnod, 
and would choose such a wife. And 
though I shunned men’s company as 
much as [I could, yet I could not .. . 
refuse him, for reason my affections 
were fixed on him.” 

Many years of their exile were 
spent in Antwerp, in Rubens’ 
house. After the Restoration they 
‘returned to England to find only 
Welbeck Abbey and Bolsover Cas- 
tle remaining of their vast estates. 
By degrees the duke restored these 
two estates, “paled” the parks, re- 
stocked them with deer donated by 
old friends, repaired his houses, and 
rehung the tapestries and many fine 
Van Dycks, which his daughter, for- 
tunately, had been able to save. 

The Duke and Duchess of New- 
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castle, a bit old-fashioned now, for 
the gayety of Charles II’s court, made 
occasional visits to London, and 
there we find Pepys, “‘riding hard” 
to catch a glimpse of the duchess. 
On April 26, 1667, he records in 
the famous diary: 

“I back again to London, and in 
the way met my Lady Newcastle, 
with her coaches and her footmen 
all in velvet; herself, whom I never 
Suw before, as I have often heard 
her described, for all the town talk 
is nowadays of her extravaganves, 
with her velvet cap and her hair 
about her ears, and many black 
patches.” Then one memorable day, 
when, by invitation, she was prfes- 
ent at a meeting of the Royal So- 
ciety, Pepys met her; F 

“She hath been a comely woman,” 
he wrfes. “But her dress so antic, 
and her deportment so ordinary, that 
I did not like her at all, nor did I 
hear her say anything that was 
worth hearing.” 

This outspoken opinion—written 
in shorthand—does not accord with 


that of the scholarly John Evelyn, | 


who was on social terms with the 
Newcastles. In his diary he writes: 

“In the afternoon I went again 
with my wife to the Duchess of New- 
castle. . . . They received me with 
great kindness, and I was much 
pleased with the extraordinary fanci- 
ful habit; garb and discourse of the 
Duchess.” 

> > 


Another contemporary, an  ex- 


tremely bright young woman of her | 


tinfe, had something to say of her. 
Dorothy Osborne, afterward Lady 
Temple, wrote to her fiancé about 
1653, asking him to send her ‘‘a book 
of poems, newly come, made by 
my Lady Newcastle.” Dorothy had 
heard, it seems, that the poems were 
more extravagant than Lady Mar- 
garet’s dress and concludes that 
“the poor lady is a little distracted, 
she could never be so ridiculous else, 
as to venture to writing a book, and 
in verse, too!” 

Lady Margaret was not so fantasti- 
cal as her dress might lead them to 
think, although that her “habit” was 
singular there is no doubt. She ad- 
mits that she might have been a 
better student and writer but “for 
reason I took great delight in fine 
dressing and fashions, § especially 
such fashions as I did invent-myself 

. « for I always.took delight in a 
singularity, even in accoutrement of 
habit.” 

Nearly two hundred years after 
her time, Charles Lamb rediscovers 
Lady Margaret, “a certain dear fa- 
vorite of mine, of the last century 
but one, the thrice noble, chaste, vir- 
tuous, but again somewhat fantasti- 
cal, original-brained, generous Mar- 
garet Newcastle.” 

One of the Duchess’ most remark- 
able books—the most easy for mod- 
erps to read—the one, we believe, 
~ loved best to write—was “Thg 
Life of the Duke of Newcastle” pub- 
lished in 1667. Pepys, with his usual 
engaging frankness, calls it, “The 
ridiculous history of my Lord New- 
castle wrote by his wife.” Of this 
same book Lamb writes: 

“When a book is both good and 
rare... such a book, for instance, 
as the Life of the Duke of Newcastle 
by his Duchess—no casket is rich 
enough, no casing sufficiently dur- 
able, to honour and keep safe such a 


jewel.” 
> > > 


In her day, women who did things 
out of the ordinary were constrained 
to explain themselves—at least Lady 
Margaret seems desirous to be under- 
stood, in the midst of so much criti- 
cism: 

“I confess my ambition is restless, 
and not ordinary, because I would 
|-have an extraordinary fame; since 
fall heroic action; public employ- 
ments, powerful governments, elo- 
quent pleadings, are denied our sex 
in this age.” 

Even so, there were other, better 
reasons for her writing, as she ad- 
mits: “Since all time must be ill 
spent or well ... I thought this the 
most harmless pastime; for sure this 
work is better than to sit still, and 
censure my neighbor’s action, which 
nothing concerns me, ... or to busy 
myself out of the sphere of our sex, 
in politics of state.” And again, she 
writes: “Be not too severe in your 
censures, for first, I have no chil- 
dren to employ my care and attend- 


ance on.” 
> > > 


It may safely be said of Lady Mar- 
garet Newcastle that she had an 
independent and fearless thought, in 
a century when most women were 
clinging vines; she was in advance 
of many of her contempories; men 
or women, and she possessed purity 
and purposefulness. She was among 
the very first writers to take excep- 
tion to field sports, being a lover 
of animals; she advocated temper- 
ance—nearly three hundred years 
ago in England! But when she calls 
herself “a plain and rational writer,” 
one is excused for smiling; and 
when she says that the Duke was 
“the best lyric and dramatic poet” of 
his age, we smile again, and like her 
all the better! 

Lady Margaret was deeply re- 
ligious, and hearing a lady pray 
aloud for hours, she remarked: 

“I: can hardly believe God, who 
knows our thoughts,...can _be 
pleased with so many words, 
indeed, every good deed is a prayer.” 

Pepys came to the conclusion, 
finally, that “the whole story of this 
lady is a romance, and all that she 
does is romantical.” Fr. Hi. FP.

jects of artists. 

Paul Verrees 8 etching, entitled 
“The Sentinels,” is filled with the 
suggestion of the wind. Faint breezes 
fan through the large, almost va- 
cant sky, which even in this black- 
and-white print intimate pulsating 
air and vibratory color. A windmill 
requires a big sky to afford space 
enough for the air to function. This 
fact has been recognized by Many 
of the Flemish landscape masters, 
and in their pictures of windmills 
they have employed big cloud-filled 
skies. 

The plate for this print was etched 
in Belgium, where, unlike Holland, 
the windmills are inland, so that the 
water may be turned on the thirsty 
fields, but there is a hint of the sea, 
for the constant breezes from the 
ocean have caused the trees to lean 
in one direction. Here, again, Mr. 
Verrees has skillfully introduced the 
wind. 

About this print there is a bigness, 
a breath of out-of-doors, the peace 
of low-lying flelds and the exhilira- 


tion of a large sky.

The glory that was autumn has 
faded from the hills of the Blue 
Ridge. Now they wear another, a 
less entrancing splendor—the softest 
tapestry, in which the green of pine, 
the brown of oak, and the gray of 
leafless trunks and branches blend. 
Following the Sunset trail into the 
midst of all this loveliness, we find 
the red of oak, dogwood, sour-gum, 
sour-wood, sassafras, sumac, and 
huckleberry—surely never so hectic 
as a short: month ago-—has become 
pale ashes of roses and is like ashes 
scattered before the wind to mingle 
with the tarnished gold of tulip tree 
and hickory, the dun of chestnut and 
chinkapin. 

The color that remains is very pre- 
cious indeed, as none knows better 
than the flower woman of the moun- 
tains. Tomorrow, perhaps, she will 
gather the scarlet berries of the dog- 
wood, now gleaming like jewels in 
the sunshine, and arrange them in 
stiff little bouquets to vend at the 
Post Office corner along with equally 
stiff bunches of darkly red galax 
leaves. Or her choice may be rose 
hips and sumac berries, which she 
may bring to the door of our apart- 
ment with some bright green winter 
ferns. This crimson-leaved horse- 
brier alone shall be spared, though 
we cannot determine why. In a 
Christmas wreath now—. We won- 
der where she finds the huge clusters 
of mistletoe. 

But here is ofher color—a pictur- 
esque washing outfit beside a moun- 
tain spring. A shapely black boiling 
pot such as we always associate with 
the first washday in America swings 
over the ashes of the last fire. Be- 
yond the clump of laurel bushes is a 
log, flattened on one side and 
smoothed for beating clothes in the 
primitive fashion. Near by a metal 
tub is turned over a rock. All this, 
we note, is ten minutes by motor 
from the heart of the town, from 
modern electric washing machines 
and steam laundries. 

On the hillside above droops a 
weather-beaten house to which the 
washing outfit belongs. A multi- 
colored fiock of hens is scratching in 
the leaves. Over the fence is a milk- 
ing stool and a convergence of nar- 
row trails by which the cows come 
home. Far, far down the slope some- 
one is singing. A child, we think, 
though her voice rises shrill and 
clear. We catch the words and air of 
“O Little Town of Bethlehem,” but 
never once a sight of the aerial 
singer. 

Now our trail rounds a spur of the 
mouttain and we face a more open 
landscape, with clearings and or- 
chards interspersed between groves 
of pine. A whitewashed cabin is re- 
vealed on one slope. | 

Strely an ideal site with Sunset 
and Patton mountains for neighbors, 
with endless trails to explore, with 
the town not too far away but well 
hidden by the intervening trees. As 
the sunset flames over Pisgah, we 
claim it for our own—planting the 
banner of the Kingdém of Dreams.

Antiquaries at Bump- 
stead 


Most people imagine that arch2- 
Ology must be exceedingly dull. It 
consists in discussing the pros and 
cons of matters which, to the avé6r- 
age man, do not matter, and its sol- 


emn outings are visualized as the | 


gathering together of a number of 
elderly gentlemen in a field, where 
they debate with great earnestness 
whether a certain uninteresting 
bump of earth was thrown up by 
Farmer Giles or by the Ancient 
Britons. I thought so myself once, 
but since the delightful day’s ramble 
of which I am writing I have been 
converted, and now, like all con- 
verts, proclaim to my more be- 
nighted brethren among the Philis- 
tines the excellence of the road to 
antiquarian salvation, though that 
way be narrow and full of old stones. 

Before I accepted the invitation 
of the two antiquarian societies who 
were to foregather on a day’s archa- 
ological excursion, a friend, who 
knew my tendency to rush in where 
angels fear to tread, implored me 
not to praise the picturesqueness of 
ivy on old buildings, as ivy did dam- 
age, loosened stones, encouraged 
damp and generally behaved as the 


villain of the piece. 

Artists are often accused, my 
friend maintained, of admiring the 
picturesque effect of green-covered 
walls, and thus were looked upon by 
archeologists as no better than they 
cught to be. I promised faithfully 
that I would look the other way if I

least not being what the law calls 
an accessory after the fact. 

The day came, and we gathered to- 
gether in a place rejoicing in the 
name-ef-Helions Bumpstead. As a 
guest of honour (they did not know 
how little I knew about arch#zol- 
ogy!) 1 was conducted by the two 
heads of the societies present to the 
old church, concerning which a lec- 
ture was to be delivered. As we 
drew nearer I was horrified to be- 
hold ahead of us an ivy-mantled 
tower. 

To my astonishment, everybody: 

said how picturesque it was. 
This augured well, and so to Steeple 
Bumpstead, where the hospitable 
doors of Moynes Park were thrown 
open to us. 

The inhabitants of all the Bump- 
Steads came out in force to See us 
go by. They all felt that something 
very important was being done for 
them. I think perhaps they would be 
a little bit vague if asked quite what 
it was that we were doing, except 
driving about in cars and brakes 
from place to place. However, we 
were cheered once—we tried to look 
very impressive. I hope we did, but 
it was difficult to judge of the effect 
from “the stage.” 

The name, Helions Bumpstead, is 
an intriguing one and sounds like a 
coined word especially chosen to 
sound like the heart of rural Eng- 
land. On looking it up, I find that it 
derives its name from a follower of 
William the Conqueror, one Tibel or 
Tibellus Brito, who held it at the 
Domesday Survey. 

This explains in some way the 
Helions part of it, but the meaning 
of Bumpstead. is still enshroudéd in 
mystery._-Donald Maxwell, in “Un- 
known Essex.”

‘AID THE POOR 
Seva Sadan Society Widely 


Carries Out Gospel 
of Service 


BOMBAY (Special Correspondence) 
~The eighteenth anniversary of the 
Beva Sadan Society was recently 
relebrated at the Malabari Memorial 
Hall (called after the name of the 
founder), in Bombay, in the pres- 
ence of a large gathering of pupils 
and prominent persons. The. insti- 
tution has been, since it was ushered 
into existence, spreading the gospel 
of social service among women, and 
its efforts have borne rich fruit, as 
is evidenced by the annual report 
presented at the function, presided | 
ever by Lady Cowasji Jehangir. 

The annual report showed that a 
scheme had been evolved for co-ordi- 
nating the activities of the society in 
the direction of education, industry, | 
secial welfare and medical relief. 
Staff nurses were sent out among 
the poor and middle-class families, 
either voluntarily or at a purely nom- 
inal charge. Social activities have 
been carried on Such as rescue work, 
prison visiting, visiting the poor and 
inducing their daughters to attend 
the classes and learn some industry. 
Relief work of various kinds has 
been continued as in the past years, 
and poor students have been assisted 
by charity funds. The society also | 
opened last year a home for the 
homeless, where waifs and strays 
and destitute women and children 
are received and maintained. They 
are educated and trained in crafts 
which will be useful to them in after 
life, such as dressmaking, knitting 
and cane work. 

The society had started vernacular 
classes over a decade ago, with the 
object of training women for the 
teachers’ profession and to raise the 
status of women teachers in gen- 
eral. The society has now a full 
training college, with 82 pupils on 
the roll, of different communities. 

The home education classes are 
primarily meant for grown-up, mar- 
ried women who cannot attend ordi- 
nary schools on account of social 
barriers. Besides the vernaculars, 
English is taught, and instruction is 
also given in cutting and sewing, 
singing, artificial flower making, 
drawing and painting, physical cul- 
ture and So on. 

The object of. these classes is to 
make these women not only useful to 
themselves at home, but also to be 
useful to society generally, and to 
get them to take an active, intelli- 
gent interest in all questions affeci- 
ing women.

Pallman Report 

A. Pullman car earned an average 
net revenue of $3.28 a day In 1925. 
‘The net return per revenue passenger 
carried amounted to 29 cents, or com- 
puted in another manner, the net 
earnings @ passenger were 7 cents 
for each passenger carried 100 miles. 

During the year 1925, there were 
36,000,000 revenue passengers carried 
in Pullman cars, representing a total 
earning of $91,000,000. The average 
length of a journey was 400 miles and 
daily average of passengers in Pull- 
man cars was 100,000 persons. Thesc 
figures are all higher than the pre- 
vious year and likewise, the average 
car mileage per day was increased to 
422 miles to maintain an adequate 
Pullman service. 

Pullman Promotions 


A recent check made by the Pull- 
man News indicated that 74 per cent 
of the operating officials and super- 
visors of the Pullman Company rose 
from the position of sleeping or parlor 
car conductors. L. 8S. Hungerford, 
vice-president and general manager 
began as a conductor, as did the twv 
assistant general managers, and 
numerous superintendents, assistants, 
agents, instructors and minor officers 
of the district superintendents in im- 
mediate charge at the larger stations,

as conductors.

EONOR F. LOREE, president of 
| jthe Delaware & Hudson Co:npany, 

chairman of the Kansas City 
Southern Railway, promoter of a new 
railroad, the New York, Pittsburgh & 
Chicago, and the power behind the 
throne in the Missouri-Kansas-Texas 
and the Cotton Belt Roads, as well as 
indirectly the Wabash, is assuming 
the mantle of E. H. Harriman, whose 
pupil he was. 

During the early days of the merger 
discussion, Mr. ‘Loree's. roads were 
allocated on paper to various larger 
roads while he maintained a discreet 
silence. After the joint Ripley-Inter- 
state Commerce Commission plan for 
consolidations had been formulated 
and various self-appointed analysts 
had offered their proposals, Mr. Loree 
entered the picture by bringing out his 
plan for a new short line between 
New York and Pittsburgh and almost 
simultaneously, gaining control of the 
St. Louis-Southwestern (the “Cotton 
Belt’) and Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
(the “Katy”), while already exercising 
a voi in the Wabash through the 
fact ut a D. & H. vice-president, W. 
H. Williams, was also chairman of the 
Wabash. 

It is problematical whether Mr. Loree 
actually visualizes a system under one 
management reaching from the At- 
lantic to the Gulf. The Delaware & 
Hudson touches the Hudson River 
and with the Buffalo, Rochester &

Financing hy Stock

600,000 of new stock three years ago, 
the largest issue offered by any Ameri- 
can railroad in a number of years. The 
authority of stockholders for issuance 
of $100,000,000 more of stock has just 
been granted. Of this, one-fifth will 
be set aside for employees and he 
expressed the hope that ultimately, 
every New York Central employee 
would be a stockholder, as well as all 
shippers who use the road.

‘Observatery. Built by the Nan- 
‘tucket Maria Mitchel) Association in 
ho or of “the first woman astrono- 
mer in America,” and located adjoijn- 
‘ing the “Memorial House” where 
Maria Mitchell was born, the observ- 
-atory is more than a historical Jand- 
mark. Beside her astronomical pa- 
pers and the telescope given to Miss 
Mitchell by the women of America, 
the observatory possesses in its mod- 
ern equipment a first-class 7%4-inch 
photographic telescope, which is ac- 
tively used by tke direttor, Miss 
Margaret Harwood, especialiy in tlre 
study of asteroids. Tc Miss Harwood 
and her enthusiasm wes due in a 
Jarge degree the success of the meet- 
ing? both astronomical and social. 
There was a heavy program of 7a- 
pers covering a wide range of sub- 
jects from the infinitely large to the 
infinitesimally small, in the structure 
“of the universe. There were repo-ts, 
illustrated oy lantern slides, from 
‘the total solar eclipse of last Janu- 
‘ary in Sumatra. The story was told 
of the 30,000-mile search for a eult- 
Mable location fom a solar radiat-on 
station, which was finally found in 
Southwest Africa, This was in con- 
nectior. with the “Variation of the 
Sun and Its Co*sequences.” “Ultra- 
Violet Suar Radiaticn and Atmos- 
pheric Ozou..” ‘~lanetary Tides ¢nd 
Sunspots,” and “Progress on ine 
Orbit of the Eigpth Satellite of Jupi- 
ter” were other titles. Anothesx paoer 
told how the moons of the planet 
Jupiter were being measured to de- 
tect. in the reflected sunlight, varia- 
tion in the brightness of the sun. To 
indicate -he unity of knowledge and 
how intimately related is present-day 
astronomy with physics and chem- 
istry we may cite such titles as 
“Series in the Arc and Spark Spec- 
tra of Titanium,” and “Gyromag- 
*netic Electrons and a Classical The- 
ory of Atomic Structure.” 
Proposed Astronomical Hall 
Passing -over these highly techni- 
¢al papers, we should mention an 
account given by Dr. Clyde Fisher, 
as to popular astronomy in Europe 
and America. The American Museum 
of Natural History proposes™o con- 
struct a hall devoted to the popular 
side of astronomy. Mr. Fisher has 
been traveling extensively to collect 


the best methods of meeting this pub- | 
Me need. That general interest in| 
astrenomy is intense, is well known 
* to every observatory which provides 
~“open nights” or other occasions 
' when the public are admitted to catch 
a glimpse of the heavens through a 
telescope. Mr. Fisher gave special 
attention to the Zeiss planetarium, 
‘which by a projection. apparatus 
throws images of the heavenly bodies 
upon the concave ceiling of a huge 
hemispherical dome. The observer 
looking upward sees on the artificial 
sky above him the images of the 
stars, the planets and the moon. By 
complicated mechanism, the ap- 
parent motions of all the celestial 
bodies are exhibited. The stars rise 
and set, the aspect of the sky is 
shown for every season of the year, 
the planets trace their peculiar loops, 
and the moon waxes and wanes quite 
naturally. The various motions can 
be made at different speeds. For 
example, changes in the equinoxes 
frequiring 26,000 yearg can be run off 
tn 26 minutes. There are 11 or more 
of these planetariums set up or in 
process of erection in Germany. They 
_ attract immense crowds. Were it not 
for their great expense, they would 
become very common. It is hoped 
that a“Zeiss planetarium will be 
secured for the new astronomical 
hall. The project contemplates a

dome 75 feet in diameter, under 


which the people can gaze up at the 
twinkling stars as they perform their 
evolytions. At the same time a lec= | 
turer will be in attendance to explain 
what is represented. 

Other features of the new building 
are transparencies of many celestial 
ubjects. Solar and lunar eclipses will 
be illustrated. In the “Hall of the 
Universe,” electric lamps of suitable 
brightness and color will show a 
miniature universe of stars in their 
relative positions. There will be a 
working model of the solar system 
suspended overhead with the planets 
circling at théir true relative speed 
around the sun, represented by an 
illuminated globe, In various alcoves 
will be globes showing the stars, the 
sun, the earth, and the moon. Others 
will exhibit the planets. Navigation, 
cosmogony, time and the tides will 
all be featured. An exhibit of aéro- 
lites will be added. Elsewhere a ver- 
tical shaft will admit sunlight to be 
analyzed into spectral colors by 
spectroscopic projection apparatus. 
Another shaft will permit a Foucault 
pendulum, about 120 feet long, to 


the earth. Altogether the astro- 
nomical hal! is admirably adapted to 
instruct the public as to the ways of 
the stars, and the movements of the 
celestial mechanism.

Scenes more moving—literally and figura- 
tively—than those described in “The Flight of 
ea Tartar Tribe” await 
the pen of some new De 
Quincey in every large 

American city today. 

For the city dweller in 

the United States is, 

within the limits of his 

own town, as much a 

nomad as the Arabs of 
the desert or the Tartars of the steppes. An- 
nually unrest seizes upon him, and the wander- 
lust becomes irresistible on two dates—May 1 
and Oct. 1. Once it was an annual hegira, but 
the outcries of overtaxed truckmen and the 
shrewdness of landlords who did not wish all 
their eligible flats vacated on the same day, 
split it in two. But, even so, in a city like New 
York or Chicago, this determination of house- 
holders to shift their quarters all on the same 
day, and each living in the old home until the 
new one is livable, creates some problems 
peculiar to American society. 

We learn, for example, that application is 
made to the New York Telephone Company for 
60,000 shifts in ’phones or new installations. 
Allowing three people to the average family, 
that would mean 180,000 persons establishing 
themselves in new homes. It is as though the 
people of Hartford and New Haven suddenly 
determined to change their ‘iabitats. And as a 
result of years of practice, the wholesale ex- 
change is being made today in nearly all Amer- 
ican towns with smoothness, the minimum of 
sacrifice of household idols, and with a reason- 
able amount of good temper. But if the ancient 
adage that three removes are equal to one fire 
holds good, the famous Chicago conflagration 
is outdone annually in every big town. 

It seems to be peculiar to the American peo- 
ple, this annual shifting of the domestic hearth- 
stone. Moreover, it is a growing evil—for in 
view of the enormous waste it entails, it cannot 
be regarded as other than hurtful. What causes 
have operated to make it so ordinary a phenome- 
non in the life of an American family? Possibly 
the greatest one is the universal and untiring 
ambition in Americans for something better. 
The Englishman or Frenchman moving into a 
new house looks upon it with the eye of one 
who hopes to live out his days therein. The 
average American contemplates his new flat 
with a view to discovering what improvements 
he can get in the next one. 

Conditions of income are less static in the 
United States than in Europe. A great army in 
each American city is steadily moving upward 
from the slums to the tenements; from the 
tenements to the regions of flats; from the 
flats to the more fashionable apartments; from 
the high-priced apartments to the latest luxury 
in country houses. Is another army moving 
along the less cheerful road in the opposite 
direction? Not in existing conditions in Ameri- 
can society. The course is still toward in- 
creased comfort and even luxury, although it is 
> true that the lack of proper domestic service is 
causing people, even of means, to abandon the 
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Moving

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great house of generous proportions for the 


more easily conducted apartment. 

Beyond doubt, moving day is an annual waste 
of effort and of money, but it will persist as long 
as the thought of the American householder as 
he contemplates the latest of his homes is, 
“Where do we go from here?” 
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President Gates of Robert College, Constih- 
tinople, has presented to its trustees a very 
interesting report for the 
sixty-third year, 1925- 
1926, of this well-known 
American institution of 
learning in the Near 
East. In his report the 
president stresses the 
existence in Turkey of 
a keen desire for educa- 
tion and ‘‘a freedom of thought and inquiry as 
has never been known before.’”’ He also corrects 
one or two erroneous impressions which, he 
Says, exist in the United States about the rela- 
tions of the Turkish Government to the college. 

Owing to the abolition of the capitulations, all 
schools in Turkey, whether foreign or native, 
are under the surveillance and control of the 
Ministry of Education. Their courses of study, 
their teachers and their textbooks are subject 
to its approval. Government inspectors are au- 
thorized to visit the schools and report upon 
_ their work. These regulations need not neces- 
sarily hamper the regular work of the college, 
provided they are carried out with fairness and 
common sense, and are not used as pin pricks 
or pretexts for annoyance or undue interference. 
In regard to religious instruction or attendance

upon chapel exercises, Sunday service and Bible ¢ 


classes, the Christian students are not prevented 
from attending them; but Moslem students— 
about 42 per cent of the total student body—are 
forbidden to do so. The fact that the Turkish 


Government is supporting some twenty students ~ 


in electrical engineering, with the exception of 
their tuition fee, is cited as proof of its good 
disposition toward the college. 

While the Turkish authorities are very par- 
ticular to control what is being taught in the 
college by requiring that the teachers and the 
textbooks should be subject to their approval, 
they do not seem to interfere with the internal 
discipline of the college. That is left to the 
judgment of the faculty and to such regulations 
as it may deem advisable to enact. One of the 
most important organizations, especially for 
students composed of various nationalities, is 
the Student Association. Its object is to develop 
a manly sense of self-government in the stu- 
dents, and with this object in view the discipline 
of the college is practically intrusted to a student 
council through its discipline committee of five 
members. It is quite significant of the feeling 
that prevails among the students and of the suc- 
cessful allaving of natfonal animosities, possible 
only in an institution guided by American ideas 
and sentiments, that the chairman of the disci- 
pfine committee was an Armenian. 

The great influx of students into all the Amer- 
ican schools of the Near East and the interest 
evinced in them by governments and people tes-

Likewise the fact is recognized as an estab- 
lished theory of the law that one who is so ac- 
cused but who stands dumb is not to be ad- 
judged guilty because of his refusal to testify in 
his own. behalf. But in the matter under inquiry 
the official acts of a former Cabinet officer, per- 
formed while he was still administering affairs 
committed to his trust by a President of the 
United States by and with the consent of the 
senate of which he himself had long been a 
member, have been attacked as irregular—so ir- 
regular in fact that it was found by the court

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| “that a trail of deceit, at times indistinct, but | 


nevertheless discernible,” runs through the 
whole transaction. 

Surely it should not be possible for one thus 
accused of so serious a breach of a public trust 
to invoke the personal privilege of silence. If 
the acts committed are absolutely indefensible, 


those responsible should not seek refuge in 


| some fiction of the law in the hope of finally | 


defeating the ends of justice. It is an insecure 


refuge at best, and it affords little shelter to 


those upon whom the white light of revealed 
facts shines with cruel directness. One may ad- 
mire the courage of one falsely accused who 
stands fearlessly in an honest effort to establish 
his innocence against overwhelming odds. But 
no such sympathy goes out to those toward 
whom the learned Appellate Court, after mature 
deliberation of all the evidence appearing in 
the record, point an accusing finger and of 
whom they inquire by what right.they seek 
refuge behind special privilege. 


Humanity seems to devise numberless ways 
by which it is sought to justify its course, col- 
lectively or individually, 
according to circum- (¢ ) 
stances. The temptation e Thrift 2 
is, apparently, to make it 
appear that whatever

lowed, that course has of Prosperity 
been deliberately chosen sa 
and wisely directed. It is 

because of this, no doubt, that members of the 
great human family in times when prosperity 
seems to be lacking set for themselves a rigid 
rule of what they call thrift. Then they are con- 
vinced that it is only by saving and carefully 
conserving what they possess that they will be 
able to possess more. Refusing to listen to the 
assurance that there is actually no shortage in 
the supply of the medium of exchange, which is 
the commodity by which one’s needs are usually 
measured, money quickly seeks a hiding place, 
to emerge only when the skies of prosperity 
begin to brighten. 

Just as unfailingly the return of what are 
called “good times” brings with it the willing- 
ness on the part of those who have clung tena- 
ciously to their savings to part with them gener- 
ously, if not actually profligately. Still, strictly 
speaking, the volume of the medium of ex- 
change has neither greatly diminished nor ap- 
preciably increased during either period. This 
might be taken as proof that there is always 
enough at all times if its reasonable employ- 
ment and distribution can be assured. 

Just. now, perhaps because of the prevalent 
notion that prosperity and “hard times” come 
and go in cycles, there appears to be, as a 
sequel to a rather long era of liberal investing 
and spending, a tendency to lay something by 
for the proverbial “rainy day.’’ Now while it 
would be unwise, no doubt, to discourage rea- 
sonable thrift and a proper measure of fore- 
sightedness, it should not be forgotten that the 
condition most dreaded in the industrial world 
is produced, more‘ often than otherwise, by 
ultraconservatism and by fear of lack. 

This does not mean that ruthless expendi- 
tures should be encouraged or condoned. But 
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there is a middle ground upon which the people

country, can safely stand. That Sane or rea- 
sonable position is as available and as easily 
possible ‘to attain in public as in private affairs. 
The important thing to be assured is that the 
machinery be kept in motion and that its speed 
be not allowed: to increase too greatly or to 
slacken too perceptibly. wis 

It would be vain for the people of any country 
to disclaim individual responsibility in a matter 
of so great importance. The attitude of a com- 
munity or a state is the attitude of the individu- 
als comprising it, and this is as true in its 
application to morals, deportment and civic 
righteousness as it is to industrial prosperity 
and forehandedness. 
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The ideal of a true internationalism is slowly 
but surely dawning upon the consciousness of 
the world. The nations 
are coming to recognize ‘ee 
the bonds that bind each ° 
to each. But in the 
sphere of international 
politics one of the great- 
est stumblingblocks in 
the path of this recog- 
nition is the persistent 
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question, ‘“‘Which shall be greatest?” As with | 


individuals, so with nations this question leads 
to disaster. Envy, strife and hatred follow in 
its train. 

This oft-repeated query disrupts the ties of 
brotherhood, and attempts to defeat, as recent 
events have shown, whatever is making for 


’ harmony and good will among the nations. And 


yet, if this question is properly conceived and 


answered, it is not disruptive but constructive, « 


tending to diminish pride, establish a true ideal, 
and work harmony and progress for the world 
as a whole. ‘‘Which shall be greatest?” The 
effect of this question on the life of a nation, 
as on that of an individual, depends on the test 
applied. What then is greatness? 

The Christian world professes to adopt the 
ideals of the Founder of Christianity, and on 
no subject is His teaching clearer than on that 
of the true test of greatness. ‘“‘Whosoever will 
be great among you shall be your minister,” 
He said, “And whosoever among you will be 
the chiefest, shall be servant of all.’’ Christen- 
dom in a measure accepts this criterion in pass- 
ing judgment on its great men and women, but 
does it accept it as the true criterion of national 
greatness? 

When we apply this test to the nations of the 
world it is clear that those are truly great which 


| serve the world greatly, especially in the satis- 
| fying of its highest needs. Neither the size of 
| a nation, the extent of its territorial posses- 
| sions, nor its economic power have any in- 


trinsic connection with its actual greatness. 

Moreover, from. this point of view it is the 
merest folly to speak of a nation as ceasing to 
be great, or in danger of losing its greatness 
because it is temporarily under the stress of 
financial or industrial difficulties. A man does 
not cease to be great when he is overtaken by 
misfortune... On the contrary, he then has the 
unique opportunity of proving the quality of 
his greatness. Yet, so persistently does the 
world’s standard hold sway, even among pro- 
fessedly Christian peoples, that such arguments 
are frequently heard. 

When the nations of the world are willing 
to abandon their false standards, and in their 


| dealings with each other to substitute ideals of 
| service for ideals of power, then will it be im- 
| possible to distinguish “the greatest,” for each 


will be “‘the servant of all.” 


Editorial Notes 
What, then, is Ku Chin Tu Shu Chi Cheng? 


It isn’t the name of the latest Chinese laundry, 
nor yet of a chop suey restaurant. Rather, it 


| is the Chinese designation of an encyclopedia, 
| which, according to latest reports, Mr. Chu 


Chao-hsin, the Chinese delegate to the League 
of Nations, will present to that institution as 
soon as its reprinting,is finished. Comprising a 
mere 800 volumes, which occupy in the British 
Museum nine large bookcases, this portentous 


set contains information grouped in six cate- 
_ gories: heaven, earth, man, science, literature, 
government. This great work, which was com- 


piled 200 vears ago under the editorship of a 
famous scholar, does not, however, contain orig- 


' inal articles on any subject, for, according to 


descriptive stories concerning it, it is simply 
made up of grouped extracts from previously 
existing literature. Despite its unquestioned 
value, he would be an incorrigible optimist who 
would claim that this monumental work con- 


| tained the very latest information on every 


subject. 


Although he had not served as the active 
president of Dartmouth College, in Hanover, 
N. H., since 1909, William Jewett Tucker is 
widely recognized as the One to which that col- 
lege owed its greatest debt of gratitude. In fact, 
during the sixteen years in which he was its 
active administrative head, it grew from a small 
New England college of about 300 students to a 
great national institution of considerably more 
than 1000. Perhaps the most striking feature of 
Dr. Tucker’s work as the president of Dart- 
mouth was the way.in which he built into the 
student bod} a sense of loyalty to the college 
and to high ideals of life. He silently inspired 
those under him with lofty motives aind noble 
aims. Entertaining a great conviction of the 
moral value of true liberty, he was constantly 
enlarging the elective system of studies. His 
stewardship was indeed well rendered. 


The news that William T. Dewart, long a 
trusted employee of the late Frank Munsey, has 
bought the New York Sun and proposes to 
mutualize it according to plans conceived but 
never perfected by Mr. Munsey, will be of wide 
interest. It will afford an opportunity to test 
out the practicability of the ownership of a great 
newspaper by the men who actually run it. 
Although the Sun, now an evening paper, is 
far different from the daily which Dana made 
the ideal of American journalists, it retains 
among its staff many schooled in the old tradi- 
tion. How far the new plan of mutualization 
may leave actual editorial control to men of

“Lincoln and Liquor” 


To the Editor of THe Curistian Scrence Monitor: 


Referring to the interesting collection of “Lincoln and 
Liquor” correspondesce recently published in the Mon1- 
TOR, permit me to supplement the letter of “Prohibition- 
ist” with some direct data regarding the Lincoln-Grant- 
whisky story. As your readers will remember, this story 
is to the effect that Lincoln asked some temperance people, 
who remonstrated because of General Grant's alleged fond- 
ness for liquor, what brand of whisky he drank, and 
added that he would send a supply of it to each of his 
generals. 

The testimony of D. Homer Bates is that Lincoln, in his 
presence, denied that he ever made such a statement. 
Where and how did the story originate? 

In 1922 it was my privilege to run this yarn to the 
nest of its incubation in the works of a opular humorist 
of the sixties: “Private Miles O'Reilly’ (Charles G. 
Halpine). Perhaps I cannot do better than to quote the 
following memorandum from the Congressional Library: 


: Memorandum 
From the Supt. of the Reading Room, 
June 26, 1922. 
To the Librarian of Congress: 
Referring to letter trom Mr. Samuel Wilson, Editor. “Ths 
American Issue,” 207 Market Street, Newark, N. J. 

We have a copy of “The Life ‘and Adventures, Songs. 
Services and Speeches of Private Miles O'Reilly (Charles 
Graham Halpine) New York 1864.” 

It contains an account (41 pages) of “the Miles O'Reilly 
banquet” at Delmonico’s but there ‘seems to be in that 
account no reference to the Grant Whiskey story. But the 
book contains a story of an alleged visit of Miles at the 
White House on Thanksgiving Day 1863 in the course ef 
which appears the following: 

“Colonel Hay, please touch the bell,“ said Mr. Lincoln, 
“and let Burgdorf, my messenger, send us up the decanters 
and things. 1 have some French wines sent me from Pari: 
by Secretary of Legation Pennington, whose tongue is so 
completely occupied in the business of tasting vintages 
that he has never had time to teach it French, though 4 
resident of Paris many years. If you prefer whiskey, I have 
some than can be relied upon—a present from Mr. Leslie 
Combs. I call it ‘Grant's Particular,’ and Halleck is about 
issuing an order that all his generals shall drink it.” 

“With the news we have today from Chattanooga,” said 
General Halleck, gailv, “I think the country will indorse the 
order to which Mr. Lincoln has referred. For my own part, 
I'll take some of that whiskey—-just enough to drown a 
mosquito, Kelton—and, with the President's permission, 
our first toast will be, the health of Ulysses Grant, the 
river-horse of the Mississippi!” ($8. 168-9) ,

“The Coal Problem in Great Britain” 


To the Editor of THe Curistian Scrence Monrror: 


I have read with great interest the recent letters of 
D. F. T. and E. C. C., entitled, “The Coal Problem in 
Great Britain,” and it appears to me that E. C.-C. is 
wrong in thinking that D. F. T. suggests that sixty shil- 
lings is the pit-head price of coal. Sixty shillings is, as 
he said, the price to the smallest domestic consumer. 

Even ge E. C. C.’s maximum pit-head price of 
twenty-six shillings, it is pertinent to inquire what be- 
comes of the thirty-four shillings per ton difference, as 
it would appear that some of the difference might be 
transferred to the pit-head price and consequently to the 
wages of the miner without increase to the consumer or 
real injustice to factors and retailers. 

If, however, it is maintained that it is the export 
demand price which determines and prevents the raising 
of the pit-head price, the following considerations should 
receive attention: 

Taking E. C. C.’s average of twelve shillings sixpence 
per ton for the miner's share and (not to understate it) 
an average weekly wage of £3 2s. 6d. for’ the miner, this 
works out at five tons per man per week output. 

I think this squares approximately with a figure of 
2,000,000 men out of work and an average figure of 
2,000,000 tons per day output in normal times, both of 
which figures one has seen flung back and forth among 
disputants on this question, 

Let us also assumg’that the pit-head price cannot be 
raised without a precipitous decline im export tonnage. 

It must be clear, then, that this low output per man 
is to blame, or at any rate that increase in this figure 
is the only remedy possibly acceptable to both sides, 

Also, that Sir Robert Horne’s statement that by reor- 
ganization the average cost of coal cannot be reduced by 
more than sixpence per ton amounts (on an average pit- 
head price of sixteen shillings) to saying that reorganiza- 
tion cannot increase this figure of five tons to five and 
two-tenths tons, hours remaining the same, which-means 
either than British coal mining 1s 96 per cent efficient, a 
conclusion that even the unchallenged coal report does 
not draw, or else that those responsible for running the 
mines are unable or unwilling to tackle a 4 per cent im- 
provement in methods, and in pursuanee of said report, 
and by way of discharging the responsibilities of own- 
ership. . 

One cannot help thinking that the improved feeling 
resultant upon the abandonment of such statistical folly 
would achieve this result, even if other matters remained,
